KSBA meets at Young Center

More that 50 officials from 
around the region pilgrimmed 
into Clinton on Monday for 
the Kentucky School Boards 
Association meeting at the 
Young Center. The evening 
began with a meal catered 
by Nicky’s BBQ, followed 
by opening remarks by 
Tom Blankenship, KSBA 
president. 

Kentucky Commissioner 
of Education Terry Holliday 
addressed the audience via 
video presentation about the 
role of school board in the 
commonwealth’s ‘Unbridled 
Learning ’ initiative, and about 
Kentucky’s new assessment 
and accountability system. 
The new system ranks 
every school district in the 
state using a combination 
of five major categories: 
achievement, Gap, growth, 
college/career readiness, 
and their graduation rate. He 
said that an effective school 
board sets clear and high 
expectations, creates the 
conditions for success, holds 
the system accountable, 


creates the public will to 
succeed, and learns as a 
board team. 

The “achievement” portion 
of the new assessment and 
accountability system is 
based on the school districts 
scores on end-of-course tests 
and On-Demand Writing. 
The “Gap” portion measures 
the achievement of students 
in categories that don’t 
typically perform well, and 
is also based off of scores 
on end-of-course tests and 
On-Demand Writing from 
students in those categories. 
The “growth” portion of 
the system uses the school 
district’s PLAN and ACT 
scores in Reading and 
Mathematics and compares 
them with school districts 
that scored similarly on 
the same tests during the 
previous years to determine 
how much the school district 
has improved. The “college/ 
career readiness” portion 
is self-explanatory and 
compares a school district’s 
college and career readiness 
to other school districts in 
the state. The “graduation 
rate” portion is also self- 
explanatory and compares a 
district’s Average Freshman 


Graduation Rate to that of 
others in the state. These 
five portions are combined 
to determine the overall 
score of a school district, 
and then compared to other 
school districts in the state 
to determine the district’s 
percentile rank. Districts that 
rank in the 90th percentile 
or higher are categorized 
as distinguished, districts 
ranking between the 70th 
and 89 th percentile are 
categorized as proficient, 
and districts ranking below 
the 70th percentile are 
categorized as districts that 
need improvement. 

“You’ll notice that 69% 
of our school districts will 
be categorized as ‘needs 
improvement’,” KSBA 
Executive Director Bill Scott 
said in the meeting. “And 
that’s not a coincidence.” 
Scott said that the bar is now 
being set higher than ever to 
encourage school districts to 
perform better than they ever 
have before. 

It was said in the meeting 
that these scores will be 
publicized and everyone 
will be able to see how each 
school ranks. There will 
be an online “Kentucky 


School Report Card” that 
will show each schools 
overall score, their percentile 
rank in Kentucky on a 
scale from one to 100, and 
their classification as either 
distinguished, proficient, or 
needs improvement. 

The meeting concluded 
with a presentation about 
how school boards can ensure 
good public relations from 
their test scores. The current 
test scores will be released 
on November 2.

Habitat to begin fifth 
project in Clinton

A new house will be going 
up in Clinton this winter as 
part of the project for Fulton- 
Hickman Counties Habitat 
for Humanity, an affiliate 
of Habitat International. 
According to Cherry Pyron, 
Chairman of the Board for 
Fulton-Hickman Counties 
Habitat for Humanity, 
construction should begin 
within the next few weeks 
on the fifth house that has 
been built in Clinton for the 
organization, which operates 
in Fulton, Hickman, and 
Clinton. Habitat has built 
three of the four houses in 
town, and one of them was 
donated to Habitat by Fulton 
County Area Technology 
Center in Hickman. 

“They built it in Hickman 
and hauled it to Clinton,” 
Pyron said. “I wasn’t sure if 
it was going to make it under 
the stoplight, but it did.” 

Pyron said that the first 
house Habitat built in Clinton 
was in 2005-2006, it was on 
Mayfield Rd. In 2009 they

built two houses, and had 
the one donated from the 
technology center; that was 
a busy year. 

When asked about how 
the partner families have 
handled the homes after 
moving in, Pyron said, 
“Everybody has taken great 
care of the houses. Research 
shows that kids who grow 
up in nice, stable homes are 
typically more successful 
throughout life.” 

Many people don’t realize 
that Habitat for Humanity 
doesn’t just give away homes 
to their partner families. 
Families that partner with 
Habitat must put in a certain 
number of hours working 
on the house. This is called 
“sweat equity.” In addition 
to the “sweat equity,” partner 
families still have to pay for 
the house. Habitat holds the 
mortgage with no interest 
rate. The mortgage is only 
for the materials used in the 
house, and the cost of some 
professional labor that the 
volunteers can’t do. The 
partner family chooses the 
type of flooring, as well 
as countertops and other 
features of the house. 

It will be fun to watch this 
year’s house go up on N. 
Washington. According to 
Pyron, the projects normally 
take about 24-30 Saturdays 
to complete. Volunteers 
only work on Saturdays 
and everyone is invited to 
volunteer regardless of skill 
level. There is something for 
everyone to do on a Habitat 
construction site.

October is Elder Abuse Awareness Month

October is Elder Abuse Awareness Month. 
Elder abuse is domestic violence in later 
life. Despite what some believe, this is not 
uncommon. Elder Abuse can consist of 
physical, [psychological, sexual, and financial 
abuse along with neglect and abandonment. 

What follows is a brief description of 
each: 

• Physical Abuse is the use of physical 
force, which can cause injury or pain. 

• Psychological Abuse is the act of 
causing pain or distress through verbal or 
nonverbal acts. 

• Sexual Abuse is non-consensual 
sexual contact of any kind. 

• Financial Abuse is the misuse of an 
elder’s funds. 

• Neglect is the refusal or failure to 
care for an elder. 

• Abandonment is the act of leaving 
or deserting an elder by a person who is 
responsible for them. 

Abuse has no age limit. Victims are usually 
women, but male victims are not uncommon. 


Victims usually know their abuser and have a 
trusting relationship with them. The location 
of the abuse is often in the victim’s residence, 
such as a nursing home. 

Some safety tips to help reduce vulnerability 
are 

• Trim lower tree branches and bushes 
so windows are visible to neighbors. 

• Tools should always be kept locked 
up at night. 

• All entrances should be well lit; use 
motion sensors. 

• Your house number should be visible 
to policemen/firemen at night. 

• Consider installing an alarm system. 

Extra Precautions: 

• Keep your daily routines and 
vacation schedules confidential. 

• Don’t let strangers in your home. 

• Make all service personnel show I.D. 
before entering your home.

FSA county 
committee 
(COC) voting 
to begin 
November 5 

The Kentucky Farm 
Service Agency says ballots 
for the 2012 FSA county 
committee elections will 
be mailed to eligible voters 
on November 5. State FSA 
Executive Director John 
McCauley says FSA county 
committee allows producers 
to make important decisions 
concerning the local 
administration of federal 
farm programs. 

“I urge all eligible farmers 
and producers, especially 
minorities and women, to get 
involved in their communities 
by voting in this year’s 
elections,” McCauley says. 

To be an eligible voter, 
farmers and producers must 
participate or cooperate in 
FSA programs. A person who 
is not of legal voting age, 
but supervises and conducts 
the farming operations of 
an entire farm, can also 
vote. Agricultural producers 
in each county submitted 
candidate names during the 
nomination period held last 
summer. 

Eligible voters who do not 
receive a ballot can obtain 
ballots at their local USDA 
Service Center. December 3 
is the last day for voters to 
submit ballots in person to 
local USDA Service Centers. 
Ballots returned by mail must 
be postmarked no later than 
December 3. 

Committee members apply 
their knowledge andjudgment 
to make decisions on disaster 
and conservation payments, 
establishment of allotments 
and yields, producer appeals, 
employing FSA county 
executive directors and other 
local issues.

Possibility of frost brings good and 
bad this time of year

and Natural Resources 


Although a few areas had 
light frost this morning, 
a killing frost will surely 
come pretty soon. These 
cooler temperatures that 
signal the arrival of fall often 
mean something completely 
different to different people. 
For example, some folks 
love summer and they hate 
to see the temperatures drop. 
Farmers, on the other hand, 
generally like fall because it 
means harvest and usually 
a pay day. Agriculturally 
speaking, frost can bring 
both good and bad to crops 
as well. 

This year, a frost will 
be beneficial to soybean 
producers, unless they’ve 
planted some beans really 
late. Most of our soybean crop 
looks pretty good considering 
the dry year we’ve had, but 
in many fields, although the 
seed is dry, the stalks remain 
green. Some producers have 
considered spraying with a 
harvest aid like paraquat or 
glyphosate. Paraquat will 
kill the plants faster, but pre¬ 
harvest intervals may negate 
this benefit. Always check 
the label. A good frost should 
alleviate this problem in short 
order. 

Another problem that could 
be solved by a good freeze is 
the fall armyworm problem 
that many people are still 
experiencing. Moth numbers 
caught in traps continue to be 
high. This is especially bad 
for cattlemen with grass hay 
and pastures and row crop 
producers that have or will 
plant wheat. The cool nights 
we’ve had recently really 
slowed down those worms, 
but as temps warm back into 
the 70’s, eggs will continue 
to hatch and the worms will 
continue to eat grasses. Frost 
will also help with pollen 
problems like ragweed 
and goldenrod, and it will

increase the shuck split on 
pecans so they’ll finally fall 
to ground where we can get 
a few before the squirrels get 
them all.However, there are 
some bad things that frost 
brings as well. Although 
most things have been early 
this year, there seems to 
be an unusual amount of 
tobacco still in the fields 
for this time of year. Frost 
can cause tobacco leaves 
to be discolored, especially 
air-cured types, but leaving 
tobacco standing in the field 
for 3 or 4 more sunny days will 
generally negate that effect. 
It’s similar to the supposed 
effect that dew has on 
tobacco that gets sunburned, 
but it’s actually the sun that 
draws the discoloration out 
of the leaf, not the dew. 
Prussic acid is a compound 
that forms in some grass 
species when frost occurs. 
Eventually, it’s transformed 
into a cyanide containing 
compound that, when eaten 
by animals, causes them to 
die from lack of oxygen. 
Grass species which may be 
affected include sudangrass, 
johnsongrass, sorghums and 
sorghum-sudangrass hybrids. 
These species should not be 
grazed for two weeks after 
a non-killing (>28 degrees) 
frost. It’s best not to allow 
ruminants to graze after a 
light frost since this is an 
extremely dangerous time 
and it may be several weeks 
before the cyanide potential 
subsides. Grazing should not 
occur until plant material is 
completely dry and brown.

The Tuesday, Nov. 6, 
General Election is just over 
one week away, and Secretary 
of State Alison Lundergan 
Grimes is encouraging voters 
to educate themselves about 
the candidates and issues 
they will see on their ballots. 
“Voting is a cherished right,” 
said Grimes, “but it is also a 
responsibility. I hope voters 
will take that responsibility 
seriously and make informed 
choices on Election Day.”

There 
may also be local referenda 
and races for municipal, 
school board or local offices 
with unexpired terms on 
the ballot, so Grimes urges 
voters to review the ballot 
and familiarize themselves 
with the candidates before 
heading to the polls.
